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UPPER  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at  pool   plants 
regulated  under  Order  No.   6  during  January, 
1982  totaled  44.1   million  pounds.      Deliveries 
were  up  2.5  million  pounds   from  the  previous 
month  and  1.4  million  pounds  more  than  the 
same  month  of  the  previous  year. 

During  January,   37.3  million  pounds  of 
producer  milk  were  classified  as  Class   I  -- 
up  1.2  million  pounds  from  the  previous  month 
and  down  2.1  million  pounds  from  January  1981. 
The  percentage  of  producer  milk  in  Class   I  was 
84.55%  in  January  1982  compared  to  86.80%  the 
previous  month  and  92.15%  a  year  ago. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers  during 
January,   1982  was  $14.97  per  cwt.   --  down  8 
cents  from  December,   1981   and  23  cents  below 
January,   1981. 

TAl^PA  BAY 

Producers  delivered  93.6  million  pounds  of 
milk  to  pool   plants   regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.    12  during  January,   1982.      Producer 
milk  deliveries  were  up  2.3  million  pounds  from 
December,  1981   and  were  up  12.3  million  pounds 
from  January,   1981 . 

Producer  milk  classified  as  Class   I  milk, 
as   used  in  the  computation  of  the  uniform  price 
to  producers,  totaled  80.0  million  pounds. 
Class   I   producer  milk  totaled  79.9  million 
pounds  in  December,   1981   and  75.4  million 
pounds  during  January  a  year  ago.     Class   I  milk 
was  85.46%  of  the  total   producer  milk  during 
January,   1982  compared  to  87.52%  last  month  and

USDA  ADOPTS  NILK  ORDER  FOR  ALABAMA- 
WEST  FLORIDAj  TO  HOLD  REFERENDUfl 

The  U.S.    Department  of  Agriculture  has 
issued  a  decision  to  adopt  a  new  federal  milk 
marketing  order  for  the  Alabama-West  Florida 
marketing  area.     A  referendum  will   be  conducted 
to  determine  whether  affected  producers  want 
the  order. 

Herbert  L.    Forest,   Director  of  the  Dairy 
Division  in  USDA's  Agricultural  Marketing  Ser- 
vice, said  the  new  order  would  cover  Alabama 
and  four  counties  in  the  Florida  panhandle. 

The  decision  to  adopt  a  new  order  was 
based  on  the  record  of  a  hearing  held  in 
June  and  July  1980  at  Montgomery,  Alabama.    The 
hearing  was  held  at  the  request  of  Associated 
Milk  Producers,   Inc.,  of  Montgomery.     The 
order  also  was  supported  by  two  other  dairy 
cooperatives.  Dairymen,   Inc.,  and  Southern 
Milk  Sales,    Inc.     Associated  Milk  Producers 
recently  became  part  of  Dairymen,    Inc. 

The  major  provisions  of  the  new  order 
would: 

--Establish  the  marketing  order  to  in- 
clude all  of  Alabama  and  the  Florida  counties 
of  Escambia,  Santa  Rosa,  Okaloosa  and  Walton. 

--Establish  pooling  standards  for  dis- 
tributing plants,  supply  plants  and  coopera- 
ti  ve  balancing  plants. 

--Adopt  a  three-class  system  of  utiliza- 
tion, which  is  provided  in  most  other  federal 
milk  marketing  orders. 

--Set  minimum  (Continued  on  page  7)

The  January  Index  of  Prices  Received  by  Fanners  increased  2 
points   (1.5  percent)    from  December  to  130  percent  of  its  January- 
December  1977  average,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.     Con- 
tributing most  to  the  increase  since  December  were  higher  prices 
for  hogs,  lettuce,   cattle,  broilers  and  tomatoes.     Lower  prices  for 
strawberries,  wheat,  eggs,  apples  and  cotton  were  partially  offset- 
ting.    The  Index  was   14  points   (9.7  percent)  below  a  year  ago. 

The  Index  of  Prices  Paid  by  Farmers  for  Commodities  and  Ser- 
vices,  Interest,  Taxes,  and  Farm  Wage  Rates   for  January  was  153 
percent  of  its  1977  base.     This  is   3  points   (2.0  percent)   above  a 
month  earlier  and  6  points   (4.1   percent)   higher  than  a  year  ago. 
Annual    updates  to  the  farm  services  and  cash  rent  component,  the 
interest  paid  on  the  farm  real   estate  debt,  taxes  and  wage  rates 
accounted  for  about  two- thirds  of  the  increase  from  December. 

The  Ratio  of  Index  of  Prices  Received  to  the  Index  of  Prices 
Paid,   Including  Interest,  Taxes,   and  Farm  Wage  Rates  was  85  for 
the  month  of  January  1982.     The  Ratio  was  unchanged  from  the 
previous  month  and  down  13  points   from  the  same  period  a  year  ago.

prices  that  regulated  handlers  must  pay  for 
milk  in  each  class. 

--Compute  uniform  prices  that  regulated 
handlers  must  pay  to  dairy  farmers  under 
market-wide  pooling. 

--Establish  a  base-excess  plan  to  en- 
courage level  milk  production  by  producers 
throughout  the  year. 

--Set  up  payment  procedures  to  be  fol- 
lowed by  regulated  handlers. 

The  cost  of  administering  the  order 
would  be  covered  by  a  monthly  assessment  on 
milk  handlers,   in  this  case  not  more  than  five 
cents  per  hundredweight  of  mi  Ik. they  purchase 
under  the  order. 

Federal  milk  marketing  orders  set  mini- 
mum prices   regulated  handlers  must  pay  dairy 
fanners  for  their  milk.     The  orders  do  not  set 
the  prices  that  consumers  pay  for  milk  and 
dairy  products  at  retail  outlets.

HEARING  HELD  ON 
ADVANCE  CLASS  II  PRICING 

A  hearing  was  held  at  Denver,   Colorado, 
on  February  3,   1982,  on  a  proposal   to  provide 
advance  Class   II  pricing  in  14  Federal  milk 
orders,   including  the  three  Florida  orders. 
The  presiding  judge  has  set  aside  the  period 
until  March  23,  1982,  for  the  filing  of  briefs 
in  the  proceeding. 

Following  a  review  of  the  record  and  of 
any  briefs  submitted,  the  Department  will   issue 
a  recommended  decision.     After  a  period  in 
which  interested  persons  may  submit  exceptions 
to  this  decision,  the  Department  will   issue  its 
final  decision,  which  will   be  subject  to  pro- 
ducer approval   before  it  can  be  made  effective.
